NOTE  ON  SECOND  COLUMN:  In  this  column,  I  attempted  to  give  my  opinion  of 
the  condition  of  the  piece  of  scrip.  At  this  point,  I  will  confess,  that  I  am  not  an 
expert  or  experienced  collector.  I  used  a  1  to  5  point  system,  and  to  the  best  of  my 
abilities,  I  entered  a  number  that  I  judged  the  piece  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  A  filler,  a  piece  badly  tarnished,  pitted,  or  otherwise  damaged  (to  my  eyes 
and  opinion. 

2.  A  better  piece  not  quite  as  bad  as  the  #1,  but  somewhere  between  a  filler  and 
a  good  piece. 

3.  A  piece  that  is  decent  in  condition,  nice  to  have,  and  nothing  seriously  wrong 
with  it,  in  my  eyes.  I  considered  this  piece  an  average  one  you  would  find  - 
circulated,  but  not  too  bad  in  tarnish  -  can  read  quite  well  all  information  on 
the  scrip.  A  very  nice  piece,  totally  collectible,  a  piece  you  would  consider 
above  average  in  all  respects  and  a  very  good-fine  piece  to  add  to  your 
collection. 

4.  An  extremely  nice  collectible,  near  mint  or  mint,  no  scratches,  little,  if  any, 
darkness  or  discoloration.  You  will  note  that  this  condition  is  rarely  used  in 
this  listing.  In  my  opinion,  you  can’t  get  better  condition. 

To  the  collectors  who  assigned  scrip  to  this  auction  -  please  don’t  get  mad  at  me  if  l 
described  your  scrip  different  than  what  you  think  it  is.  Thank  you.
